Let Captains contain their Souldi:rs in all 
manner of Diſcipline in ſuch ſort that the 
Labonrer, the Merchant, the Sailer, and 
Artif er, may underfland Arms are not 
made but for their defence. I will not like- 
wiſe that my neareſt Allies be pardoned-iu- 
any caſe of Tuitice, fince 1 have taken the 
Commonwealth into my charge, I hawe dj-. 
ſpoyled my proper Intereits, I wiſh well to 
mine, but in the generality. 
- Sir, when we ſhall behold theſe things 
pratticed within your Dominions , we 
ſhall conclude that all theſe prodigies 
' which have been done in your Preſerva- 
tion and:Reſtauration were performed 
| by Heaven for noother end than that 
you ſhould be thatdarlingPrince to make 
your Kingdoms flouriſh, and Us a happy 
people 3 which we all promiſe our ſelves, 
and that we ſhall ſee you the greateſt of 
Monarchs. It was to Princes that the 
Angel in the Apocalypſe ſpeaks theſe 
words: He who ſhall overcome and keep 
my works unto the end, I will give hin 
power over Nations, and he ſhall rale them 
with a Rod of Iron; end as the Veſſel of the 
Potter they fhall be broken.
